CITY MAKES LOCAL 
COURT 1st OBJECTIVE

Now that Torrance's population is definitely estab­ 
lished as over 40,000, a concerted effort will be made to 
obtain a municipal court for the city of Torrance.

"Getting a municipal court for Torrance is our num­ 
ber one objective now," City Manager George Stevens 
declared this week. "We shall^-----—
begin action as soon as our new 
44,902 census figure is officially 
acknowledged by Washington."

Under the court reorganiza­ 
tion voted here two years ago, 
any dty over 40,000 population 
iu entitled to a municipal court. 

Favorable Factor*
While there are a few hurdles 

which still have to be jumped, 
City Manager George Stevens 
said that there are various fac­ 
tors now which represent pow­ 
erful arguments In favor of a 
local court and make-the estab­ 
lishment of such a court prac­ 
tically inevitable.

Two favorable factors are def­ 
inite now, the city manager re­ 
marked. Torrance's population 
Is in excess of 40,000.

The other factor is that of the 
tremendous expansion constant­ 
ly taking place. Within less 
than two years Torrance's pop­ 
ulation increased 41 per cent.
Since 1950 the 
actually more

population has 
than doubled.

There Is nothing that would 
a««k to arrest the city's growth, 
and Stevens expects the popula­ 
tion to rise to 70,000 in a few 
more years.

'To this date we have solicit­ 
ed $14,672 of our $14,899 Com­ 
munity Cheat goal for a 98.48 
per cent of our quota," Tommy 
Thompson, city chairman an­ 
nounced.

Accusations brought against 
the company by the Civic Asso­ 
ciation of North Torrance 
which appeared before the City 
Council were labeled as the out­ 
bursts of a few disgruntled in­ 
dividuals rather than the major­ 
ity opinion of those who had 
bought homes from the com­ 
pany, according to Hugh Tem­ 
ple.

Temple said that 50% of the 
people in the tract at 176th St. 
and Prairie came to him after 
the controversy with the com­ 
pany had been made public 
through this newspaper and that 
90% of that group expressed 
satisfaction with their homes.

The spokesman also denied 
that the company had remained 
indifferent to the grievances
